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1947 Canners Directory to Be 
Sent Members Next Week 


The 1947 Canners Directory is 
expected to be mailed to all mem- 
bers of the Association some time 
during the coming week. The new 
Directory, which will contain a list- 
ing of all food canners in the United 
States and Territories, shows the 
canner’s home office or plant alpha- 
betically by States, and the com- 
modities the firm packs. 


The 1947 Alaska salmon pack is 
now estimated by the U. 8. Depart- 
ment of the Interior to total approxi- 
mately 4,250,000 cases, which will 
make it the third smallest pack since 
1921, exceeding only the packs for 
1927 and 1946. This year’s production 
of pink salmon was the smallest since 
1927. (See earlier story on page 409.) 


Increases in exports of canned fruits and 
juices and some canned fish are shown for 
the period January-July, 1947, in a report 
released this week by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. See breakdown by 
commodities on page 411. 


Hurricane Damages Citrus Crop 
and Gulf Sea Food Plants 


Preliminary reports indicate that 
the hurricane did little damage to the 
citrus canning areas in Florida. But 
heavy loss to citrus and truck crops 
did occur in other sections. Four 
to five million boxes of grapefruit and 
one to two million boxes of oranges 
were reported as destroyed. Three to 
four thousand acres of snap beans 
and about 2,500-acres of tomatoes also 
were reported lost. 


Hurricane damage to sea food pack- 
ing plants in the Mississippi coastal 
section, on the basis of early reports, 
indicate severe destruction in this area. 
Some plants were completely demol- 
ished in Mississippi and in Louisiana. 
The Bay St. Louis, Miss., factory of 
the Dorgan Packing Co. was com- 
pletely washed away. (Further de- 
tails will be published in next week’s 
issue.) 


Fruit Pack May Be Smaller 


The domestic commercial pack of canned fruit in 1947-48 may be 
about one-tenth smaller than the 1946-47 pack of nearly 3.2 billion 
pounds, processed weight (the equivalent of about 72 million cases 
of 24 No. 2½ cans), the U. S. Department of Agriculture’s Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics reported this week. However, stocks 
are substantially larger at the beginning of this season than last 
and total supplies probably will be fully as large as those in the 
1946-47 season, when they set a record of about 3.9 billion pounds, 
BAE pointed out. Most of the decrease in this season’s pack is 
in apricots, although minor decreases are general among the other 
fruits. Shipments of pineapple from Hawaii probably will be 
near the 8 million cases received in the preceding season, BAE said. 
Military procurement of canned fruit from the 1947-48 pack is 
expected to be moderately larger than that from the 1946-47 pack, 
but commercial exports may be considerably smaller than last 
season. BAE said that civilian per capita consumption this season 
probably will be near the 21-pound level of last season. 


Foreign Food Relief Program Surveyed in Truman Report 
In making public the report of his Cabinet Committee on World 
Food Programs, September 25, President Truman stated that fur- 
ther emphasis must be placed on foreign shipments of food other 
than grains and that arrangements must be made with other 
nations for the fullest possible participation in a combined effort 
to increase available food supplies and to channel these supplies 
to points of greatest need. Neither Mr. Truman nor the Cabinet 
Committee specified that canned foods would be used in the foreign 
relief program, but the report did make it clear that “the avail- 
ability of food supplies for export and the efficiency of their use” 
would be determining factors in future foreign food relief programs. 


Federal Standard Food Package Bill Rejected by Conference 


The 88rd National Conference on Weights and Measures, during 
a four-day meeting in Washington, D. C., September 22 to 25, 
voted not to take any action on the proposed Federal Standard 
Food Package bill. The Conference, in adopting a report of its 
legislative committee, pointed out that “industry has gone on rec- 
ord as favoring the elimination, of unnecessary package sizes by 
voluntary agreement and to limit packaging to those sizes which 
have met with substantial consumer acceptance. In the absence 
of legislation bearing on food package standardization,” the Con- 
ference expressed the hope “that the position taken by industry 
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will result in fewer package sizes and 
easily discernible differences in those 
used, particularly in the packaging of 
the same product.” 

The legislative committee of the Na- 
tional Conference on Weights and 
Measures, in reporting to the Confer- 
ence the principal objections to the 
immediate enactment of federal stand- 
ard food package legislation, said: 

It would be impossible to can fruits, 
vegetables, meat products, sea foods, 
ete., having different specific gravities, 
on a net-content liquid-capacity basis 
without creating a multiplicity of 
slightly different can sizes or violating 
slack-fill provisions of existing law. 


Food package standardization would 
endanger such practices as packaging 


food items on the basis of servings; 
and it would be impossible to pack 
standard containers of ingredients for 
making certain amounts of finished 
products of approved quality and 
palatability. 

The tremendous cost to industry to 
change its food packaging machines so 


that various food items could be , 


packed according to the standards 
proposed would ultimately be passed 
on to the consumer. 

Industry is geared for the manu- 
facture of the sizes which are now 
being produced. Standardization, as 
proposed, would interfere with all-out 
production, encourage inflation, and 
would retard the foreign relief pro- 
gram, the report emphasized.

Pound Addresses Meeting of 
National Kraut Packers Assn. 


Dr. Glenn Pound of the University 
of Wisconsin, was the chief speaker at 
the fall meeting of the National Kraut 
Packers Association, which was held 
at Racine, Wis., on September 19 and 
20. Dr. Pound, who addressed the 
kraut packers on the subject of cab- 
bage diseases and their control, spoke 
at the morning session held in the 
Hotel Racine on September 20. He 
warned the group that more attention 
must be paid to the control of cabbage 
diseases if growers and packers are to 
prevent the severe losses from crop 
failures. 


At the morning session on Septem- 
ber 19 an inspection of trial plots took 
place. These inspections were spon- 
sored by Dr. Dave Walker of the Wis- 
consin Cabbage Seed Co., and Dr. 
Pound, both of Racine. Dr. Walker, 
in trial plot demonstration, showed the 
comparative results in separate rows 
of all varieties that kraut packers are 
now using, plus new developments in 
cabbage growing. Dr. Pound showed 
the kraut packers the Wisconsin State 
trial cabbage plots under his jurisdic- 
tion in the Racine area. 


Other features on the program for 
September 19, included a golf match 
and a dinner. 


To complete the business session on 
September 20, there were reports of 
various committees, a discussion of 
conditions affecting the kraut indus- 
try and a report from Theodore R. 


Sills and Co. on the public relations 
program being carried on by the Na- 
tional Kraut Packers Association. 
President John M. Stroup of NKPA 
presided at both convention sessions.

Foreign Trade 


Cuban Shipments of Canned 
Pineapple Are Decreasing 


About 430,000 cases of canned pine- 
apples were shipped from Cuba during 
the first half of 1947, compared with 
350,000 and 500,000 cases during the 
first 6 months of 1945 and 1946, re- 
spectively, the U. S. Department of 
Commerce has reported. About 400,- 
000 cases will be exported during the 
Gone half of 1947, the Department 
sta 


The bulk of the canned fruit has 
been shipped to the United States 
market, but small quantities continue 
to go to Canada and to Europe. About 
11,000 barrels of pineapples in pre- 
servative solution were shipped in the 
period January through June, 1947, 
to the United States. 


Quick-frozen pineapple shipments 
amounted to only 100,000 pounds dur- 
ing the first half of 1947. 


Most manufacturers of canned pine- 
apple have been cautious this year and 
have operated only to fill definite or- 
ders. A few canners, however, have 
permitted the accumulation of un- 
sold stocks, principally of pineapple 
crushed in natural juice, and are ex- 

riencing difficulty in disposing of it. 

ese unsold stocks, and stocks of 
canned pineapple sold awaiting 
shipment, are reported to be close to 
100,000 cases.

Frank B. Fairbanks Dies 


Frank B. Fairbanks, 56, president 
of Horix Manufacturing Co., Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and a former vice presi- 
dent of the Canning Machinery and 
Supplies Association, died in Pitts- 
burgh on September 13. He had not 
been in good health for the past few 
years. 

Mr. Fairbanks was well-known and 
highly respected by the food proc- 
essing industry and by machinery 
manufacturers, and he counted among 
his many friends a large number of 
canners, 

An engineer by profession, Mr. 
Fairbanks, received his education at 
Tufts College and at Harvard Uni- 
versity. During the first World War 
he served with the U. S. Signal Corps. 

Mr. Fairbanks was president of Na- 
tional Packaging Machinery Manu- 
facturers Institute at one time. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Helen Horix Fairbanks, a son, Frank 
B., Jr., his father and three sisters.

Concentrated Orange Juice 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has announced that with its pur- 


chase of 204,018 gallons of concen- 


trated orange juice this week it has 
discontinued the purchase of this com- 
modity for the school lunch program. 

During the months of August and 
September, including this week’s pur- 
chase, the Department has purchased 
a total of 558,086 gallons of concen- 
trated orange juice (in the States of 
California and Florida) at an average 
price of $2.52 per gallon. 
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August Canned Meat Pack Is 
Nearly 9% Larger Than July 


The pack of canned meat processed 
under federal inspection for August, 
1947, totaled 85.8 million pounds as 
compared with 77.7 million or about 
9 percent more than was packed in 
July, according to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The August 
pack of canned meat processed in 
“official establishments” is shown be- 
low by products together with the 
breakdown between slicing and insti- 
tutional sizes and consumer packages:

USDA Meat Allocation 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture this week announced the alloca- 
tion of 16,876,000 pounds of meat and 
meat products for commercial export 
during the October-December quarter 
this year. 

The quantities allocated will go en- 
tirely to normal United States export 
markets, and largely to such outlets 
in the Western Hemisphere. The al- 
locations, which are exactly the same 
in total quantity as the third quarter 
allocations, represent about one- 


fourth of one percent of estimated 
U. S. production during the fourth 
quarter of about 6,780,000,000 pounds 
of meat and meat products.

Cold Storage Holdings by 
Container Sizes Reported 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has issued a second report on cold 
storage holdings of certain frozen 
fruits and vegetables by container 
sizes. The products covered by these 
reports are peaches, raspberries, 
strawberries, asparagus, lima beans, 
snap beans, sweet corn, green peas, 
and spinach. The reports which are 
based on a sample report, show the 
cold storage holdings in containers of 
one pound or less and over one pound 
for the United States and by regions.

USDA Meat Production Report 


Meat production under Federal in- 
spection for the week ended Septem- 
ber 20, totaled 303 million pounds, ac- 
cording to the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. This production was 1 
percent above the 300 million pounds 
produced during the preceding week 
and nearly four times the 80 million 
pounds recorded for the corresponding 
week of last year, just before the re- 
moval of OPA slaughter controls. 


Increase Shown in Percent of 
Meat Supply Used in Canning 


The quantity of meat used in can- 
ning meat and meat food products 
processed under federal inspection in 
August, 1947, totaled 98 million 
pounds, according to information com- 
piled by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. This compares with 93 mil- 
lion pounds for July and 134 million 
for August, 1946. The total for the 
first eight months of this year was 
924 million pounds, compared with 
1,162 million for the corresponding 
months of 1946.

Census Bureau Releases Data 
on Food Exports and Imports 


Exports and imports of canned foods 
by commodities for July, 1946, and 
July, 1947, and cumulative for the 
period January through July, 1946, 
and for the same seven months of this 
year, are shown on the following page. 
This information was compiled by the 
Association’s Division of Statistics 
from the foreign trade figures of the 
Bureau of Census, U. S. Department 
of Commerce. 


1947 Breadgrain Crop Larger 

World breadgrain production in 
1947 will be slightly larger than in 
1946, but the crop in Europe and most 
other important deficit areas will be 
considerably below average, and below 
the 1946 estimate, according to the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. The 
Department's Office of Foreign Agri- 
cultural Relations reported this week 
that the world wheat crop for 1947 
may approximate 5,975 million bush- 
els, and the rye crop 1,450 million, 
compared with 5,865 million bushels 
and 1,420 million bushels, respectively, 
harvested in 1946. 

USDA said the situation pointed to 
substantially larger world import re- 
quirements than in 1946, as well as to 
another year of critically low bread 
rations for many areas.

Fruit Cocktail Featured 


The October issue of Woman's Home 
Companion features 11 ways of using 
canned fruit cocktail (see pages 92 
and 98 of the magazine). The article, 
“Fruit Cocktail Jamboree,” was writ- 
ten by Margaret Deeds, and begins 
with the statement, “Take a can of 
fruit cocktail, mutter a few recipe 
tricks over it, and presto—you've got 
a spirited variety of meal ‘pepper- 
uppers’.” Fruit cocktail recipes rang- 
ing from the first course to salads and 
desserts are presented in such an in- 
teresting array of appetizing sugges- 
tions by the magazine that readers 
of the Woman's Home Companion will 
be tempted to try one or more of the 
recipes, 


Wholesale Distributor Stocks 
Continue to Show Increases 


Wholesale distributor stocks, includ- 
ing stocks in warehouses of retail 
food chains, of 14 canned food items 
totaled 39.0 million cases on Septem- 
ber 1, 1947, or an increase of 11 per- 
cent from the 35.1 million cases on 
hand August 1, and 1 percent more 
than the 38.6 million cases on July 1, 
the U. 8. Commerce Department re- 
ported today. Stocks of the 14 items 
totaled 35.1 million, cases on Septem- 
ber 1 of last year, while the September 
1, 1943-1945 average was 23.1 millions. 


Comparing September 1, 1947, with 
the same date of last year, stocks of 
corn in the hands of wholesalers were 
up 140 percent (from 1,233,000 to 
2,958,000 cases), and tomatoes in- 
creased 71 percent (from 2,277,000 to 
3,905,000 cases). Stocks of peas, how- 
ever, were off slightly (from 10,327,000 
to 10,297,000 cases), and green and 
wax beans were off 13 percent (from 
4,116,000 to 3,576,000 cases). 

Wholesalers’ stocks of the three 
citrus juices (orange, grapefruit, and 
blend) amounted to 5,232,000 cases on 
September 1, a decrease of 50 percent 
from the 10,477,000 cases on hand a 
year earlier. Pineapple juice was off 
slightly (4 percent) over the same 
period, while stocks of tomato juice, 
including vegetable juice combina- 
tions, were up 161 percent—from 
1,748,000 to 4,556,000 cases. 

Of the 39.0 million cases of vege- 
tables, fruits, and juices on hand Sep- 
tember 1, 1947, 34.6 million cases (88.6 


percent) were consumer sizes and 4.4 
million (11.4 per cent) were institu- 
tion sizes. 

Canned fruits accounted for 2,191,- 
000 cases or 49 percent of the 4,445,000 
case total for institution sizes. In- 
stitution sizes represented 32 percent 
of the September 1 stocks of apricots 


and peaches; 18 percent of the pears 
and pineapple; and 10 percent of the 
mixed fruits. 

Data presented in table below are 
based upon reports submitted to the 
Bureau of the Census by warehouses 
of retail food chains and by a sample 
of food wholesalers.
